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Judletal Powers of Police. 


The case of Melix Moytalbetti ol 
Blairmore who was tried*at Macleod 
last week on a charge of pérjury and | 
promptly acquitted supplies an_ illus- 
tration of the evils of extending judi 
cial powers to the mounted police 
which ought to afford a strong uargu- 
inent with the Alberta government 
in favax-of an amendment to. the 
criminal codeto deprive the police of 
such a power. 

The charge against Montalbetti was 
perferred by a private party and the 

ease came before an ‘officer of thé 
mncarnbed police sitting as a commit- 
mitivyg magistrate. Montalbetti was 
first sent to jail at Macleod without 
bail pending a remand = of the cage to 
the date set for the preliminary hear- 
jug. At the preliminary hearing 
the defendant was admitted to bail 
but ina sum so high that it was with 
difticulty he was able to find sureties. 

Inthe light of the result of. the 
trial the treatment of Montalbetti 
fuils little short of an outrage. He 
wus subjected to the ignominy of go- 
ing to jail in the first place and came 
very near having to go there to await | 
his trial after the hearing owing to 
the excessive amountof the bail bond. 

There is a possibility, perbaps a pro 
bability, that had the case come 
before a committing magistrate in 
the preliminary stages, who was not

that Montalbetti would not have bsen 
bound-over.at.all and there js little 
doubt that if he had, his bail would 
not have been made so neaihy’ pro-

It is one of 
ihe consequences of his calling and 
jiistrainingin it. We believe the 
position of an officer of the police is 
incompatible with the judicial mind 
 uvgistrate should possess, 

lor these reasons we do not hesi- 
tute to give expression to the belief 
that »n amendment to the criminal 
code which would take from the po- 
Jive the judicial powers with which 
they are now clothed, would safe- 
guard the rights of the people,
